Lutitia  didn®t  mean  any  harm  by  firing  the  gun  three 
tines,  3ut  it's  a good  example  of  the  worst  way  in  the 
world  to  malce  use  of  distress  signals^  Those  signals 
mean  one  thing  to  every  Ranger  and  to  most  of  the  people 
who  live  in  forest  country.  They  mean  that  somebody 
needs  help,  -^nd  they  also  mean  that  the  man  who  sees 
or  hears  the  signal  must  <^op  whatever  he*s  doing  and  go 
to  the  rescue.  Now  that  means  that  the  rescuer  is  going 
to  sacrifice  t ime,  perhaps  money,  and  very  often 
endanger  his  own  life  to  help  the  other  fellow ^ So 
folks  who  go  into  the  National  Forests  for  their 
vacations  or  csimplng  trips  should  remember  those  SOS 
signals,  and  that  they  are  to  be  used  only  to  summon 
help  — not  to  call  in  a fourth  for  bridge^ 

That  sounds  like  excellent  advice,  Jim,  And  Im  sure  all 
of  our  Farm  and  Hone  listeners  v/ill  remember  it  v;hen  they 

visit  the  National  Forests  Uncle  Sam^s  Forest  Rangers 

comes  to  you  every  Friday  on  the  Farm  and  Home  Hour  thru 
the  courtesy  of  the  National  Broadcasting  Company  with 
the  cooperation  of  the  United  States  Forest  Service  Uncle
